And this is blaſphemy, to fay they are.the 


mouth of the Lord, and are the mouth of the Devill, 
teaching lyes and blaſphemies, teilirg the pcople thac 
are of their Rock, they are Chriſtians, and of the flock 


of Chriſt , when as they area!l manner of unrighreous 


perſors, who live without God in the world , andte'ls 
them their chi:dren are the flock of Chriſt, when they 
are ſprinkled on the face with a little water, when as 
they grow up in all manner of ungodlinefſe , without 
the feare of God, or the knowledge of God ; and they 
are heathen that know not God; and thisis blaſphemy 
to ſay Chriſt is the head of heathens, for he is the head 
of his flock : Ard they tell people that a Houſe of 
lime and ſtone is the Church, - when as the Church is the 
body of Chriſt, and this is blaſphemy. Now ſee whe- 
ther we or your Teachers be more like deceivers, lyars, 
and blaſphemers , and let every ones life preach him 
forth, ard judge him, and fee if they be not lovers of 
pleaſures, more than lovers of God, who delight in Mu- 
ſick, in bowling, in carding, and diceing, and hawking, 


and hunting, and all manner of pleaſures and delights. 


Now ſee whether they or we be like the Apoſtles, who 
never uſed any ſuch thing, but all their delight was in 
the work of Chriſt, but They that are of the fleſh minde 


the things of the flefs, and they that are of the Spirit the 


things of the Spirit, Now ſee if they have not a forme 


_ of godlineſie, but deny the power and life which the 
Apoſtles lived in, therefore from /uch txrne away. And 


if you finde that our lives be contrary to what we pro- 
feſle, from us turne away alſo ; But of this ſort are they 
who creep into houſes , and leads filly people captive , now 


ſee if they doe not creep into Steeple-houles , eo ſay

the Apoſtles witneſſed, and we finde the Lord amongſt 
us being gathered in tis Name according to his promiſe,

We are accuſed to deny the Scripture, which is falſe; 
for we witneſle the life thereof and by the ſame doe we 
witneſſe the Scriptures to be truth and ſerviceable in its 
piace, and was written for our admonition upon whom 
the ends of the world is come, and to us'it is given to 
know , but to the world in Parables, and he that would 
Soe about to unfold the Parables to the dark mir.des, by 
the ſerpentine wit an imagination, he muſt be kept out 
of the Scripture, and he who takes the Scriptures and 
makes a trade of them, profeſling to interpret them, and 
ſo gets a living by them which was ſpoken forth freely 
heisa deceiver and muſt be ſhut out of the Scripture ; 
and who reads or takes the Scripture to talk or diſcourſe 
of and is ignorant of the life, muſt be kept out of the 
Scripture ; for all thoſe runs in with their ferpentine wit 
and imaginations, wreſting them for their own ends, 
adgins and diminiſhing to their own deſtruRion, and ſo 
he'muit be ſhut out of the Scripture , for hence ariſes all 
theſe ſects and opinions in the world, running into the 
Scripture, with their wit, imaginations, and dark mindes, 
one imagining one way and another another way, and one 
of this opinion, and another of that opinion ; but opini- 
ons is no aſſurance, but are fallible, and every one out of 
the way becauſe,they want the life which is the myſtery ; 
and this is the. difference between all fe&ts and opinions, 
and the infallible truth ; and ſo they come not in by the 
door, but are climbing up another way, and fo are ſhut 
out of the Kingdome,. but the ſame which gave them 
forth, the ſame can open them, and to it they are no my- 
ſtery nor Parable; nor needs any meaning ; for they are 


. of no private interpretation, nor came not in the old time

down into the pit together : and here is the gronud-of 
the worlds Superiority , Nobility , Gentility, Honour, 
Breeding and Manners ; and here they:Lord over one a- 
nother by their corrupt-Wglls ; and here is the ground of 
all Tyranny and OppreiiM aching and Taxings, and 
Wars and Impriſonments, andSpvy and Murder,and the 
Perſecutions of the righteous; all ariſes from proud Zu- 
cifer, the Luſt in man, who would be honoured , and all 
this is in the Fall and under the Curſe ; but CMoradecas 
could not bow to him in Haman, and therefore he ſought 
to deſtroy him, and informed the King againſt him, and 
all the Jewes in the Nation, and faid they were a ſcatte- 
tered people, and their Lawes were diverſe from all peo- 
ple, neither did they obſerve the Law of the King ; o_

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he ſet up a paire of Gallows for - ordechas, but Haman 
was hanged on his own Gallows, and is caſt down to no-. 
thing, -and Aerdechat is exalted in his ſtead : ſo there is 
a time that Aordechai 18 deſpiſed and Haman exalted ; 
and there is a time that Hamas is cat down and Morde- 
chaz exalted : and there is a time that Eſa» reigns over 
7acob , and thereis a time that the Elder ſerves the Youn- 
Ser : and there is a time that Pharoah rules and oppreſ- 
ſes the 1/raelites; but there is a time of 1/7aels deliverance, 
and Pharoah drowned inthe Sea.: So thereis a time that. 
Antichriſt ſits in the Temple of God as God,and faith he 
is God, and Chriſt lyeth low inthe-manger ; but there is 
a time that he muſt. be caft into the Pit, and Chriſt alone 
exalted; He that can receive it let him. Butin all Ages 
the children of God could not bow to Lucifer nor his 1-

Countries, and fends them abroad into ſeverall Countries . 
to preach his name, no more after the fleſh but after the -

they were d.\Jained and-reproached, becauſe according to 
the world they were of Jow degree,ſome of them plough- 
men, ſome keardſmen, ſome Shepheards, and therefore 
they perſecuted them ard deſtroyed them, yet they were 
gentile and bore all. Chriſt was noble, ſprung of the no- 
ble ſeed, chcugh of the great ones and Nobles of the 
Earth he was diſdained,  reproached and ſcorned to be the

yet he was gentile and bore all. The Apoſtles were noble, 
ſprung of the noble ſeed, though of rhe Nobles and great 
ones of the Earth they were deſpiſed, and diſdained, and 
reproached, becauſe according to the world they were of 
low degree, ſome of them Fiſhermen and. the like, and: 
came to turn the world upſide down, fo they were deſpiſed 
perſecuted, and killed, yet they were gentile and bore all : 


But thoſe were all noble, ſprung of the noble ſeed, and fo. 


1s all now who are of the ſame ſeed :- and thoſe were all. 


Sentile, ſprung of the gentile ſeed, and thoſe have the na-. 


ture but not the name, and to thoſe belong the true ho- 


 nonr, not after the fleſh but after the Spirit : for they 


denyedthe honour of the world:, and therefore Chriſt 
ſaid, 7 receive not honour from men , and (aid to his Apo-- 
ſtles, Be gee not called MaSters, neither call any Maſter 
#pon the earth ;. and though the Princes of this world exer- 
csſe dominion one over another, yet it ſhall not be. ſo among ſt 
you, but he that. would be the greateſt amongſt you, let him 
be your ſervant ; and ſaid he, How can ye believe which

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more after the fleſh bur after the Spirit. and here: you: 


who are giving and receiving outſide earthly honour, you 
are in the unbelie!, out of the dorine of Chriſt, cringing 
and bowt”g, ard honouring, and exalting the Devil, and 
worſhipping the Bealt and his Image, which all the world:

here is good Manners and Breeding, Courtefie and Civili- 
ty : and whoare of the right noble ſeed hath this Man- 
ners and this Breeding; but the Nobles and great ones of 
the Earth want this Manners and this Breeding, and both 
Prieft and People of all forts, according to the world : 


And here is the ground of all true Nobility, Gentility, 
. Majeſty, Honour Breeding, Manners, Courteſie, and Ci- 


vility, no more after the fleſh bur after the Spirit ; for the 
naturall man mindes naturall-chings,and the ſpirituall man 
ſpirituall chings, bur the naturall. man receives not the 
things of God : ard'this we own and witneſle, and the 
time is comins, and now is, that before this ſeed every knee 
ſhail bow, and every tongue confeſle, and the Kings and 
Nobles of the Earth ſhall be bound in chains and tetters 
of Iron : and here is alſo the: gronnd of the Nobility, 
Genclity, Superiority, Honour, Breeding, and Marners 
of the world, which is after the fleſh but not after the 
Spirit, ſprung fromproud Lacifer, . the luſt that reigns in 
man, andre not yea and »ay,. but calls it manners to ſay 
»ay andtake it, or dveit': and fo they have the name, 
|but not the nature, and fo are Baſtards and no Sons, who 
are not ſprung from the noble gentile ſeed , and to thoſe 
Honour is not due, neither can we bow unto them, for 
if we ſhould, we ſhould ſet the Devil in the room of God, 
and give unto him that which is due to God, which when

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we were in blimgneſle through ignorante wedid, and fo 


worſhip the. Beaſt and Is Image, which all the world 
worſhips and&ronders afters ; for they. that are proud ard 
lofty, which is the Image of the Devill, for the Devill is 
the Father of Pride, and in gay attire,thoſe the world wor-- . 
ſhips and wonders after, and extols and exalts into high 
places : bur ſince the Lord hath opened our eyes, this we 
cannot doe, bur teſtifies agaiuſt it whereſoever we come 
both in words and actions, and fo we are deſtructive to the 
worlds Superiority, Nobility, Gentility, Honour, Bree- 
ding and manners, which is after the fleſh, and not after 
the Spirit, therefore the Devil hates us in the Nobles and 
great ones of the world, but we give unto Ceſar the things 
that are Ceſars, and unto God that which is Gods , bur 
we cannot give unto Ceſar that which is Gods, bat fear 
to whom fear, honour to whom honour is due : He that 
hath an eare to hear, let him hear, and undertand : For, 
faith the Lord, if 1 be a MaFter, where ts my fear ? If The 
& Father, where ts my honour ? Mal. 1.6. 

And now ſometbing concerning the partiality that is 
among the children of this world in their Breeding and 
Manners. | 

Firſt, conce:ning the word tho# or thee, which all thoſe 
which are their Prieſts and Teachers knows, that thox is 
the proper word to one particular perſon, and is fo all a> 
long the Scripture throughout to any one, without re- 
ſpect of perſons , yea to God hirhſelf.: and the word you 
is the proper word ta more then one, but not to one , and 
ſo it isall along the Scriptures thoughout. As for exam- 
ple, at all times when the Apoſtles ſpake to Chriſt they 
aſed the word chez or thee unto him, and when he ſpoke to 
more then one of them, he uſed the word you or yee ; but 
if he ſpoke but to one, he uſed the word cho or thee, as in 
ALat. 16. 14, 15, 16, 17. verſes : And alſo Pay/ thoued 
King 4grippa, and King Agrippa thoued him, asin As 
26. 27, 28. verſes, and fo all along the Scripture : And fo. 
it is plain, that now it is aninyention of proud Lacifer in 
man to exalchimſe]f,as it will plainly appear, for Wy 
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the great and rich ones of the Earth, they will either rhoz- 
or 50x one another if they be equall in degree, as they call 


if ; but ifa man of low degree in the Earth come to ſpeak 
to any of them, then he muſt. yo the rich man, bur the 
rich man will :hox him ; Nay you ſhall finde it ſo betwixr 
Prieft and People, If a poor labouring man come betore 


one that you call a Miniſter, though he be one of his hea-' 


rers, and one-who helps to maintaine him according to his 
ability, yethe muſt yox the Prieſt; and the Prieſt :hox him; 
And here the Heathen Lord over one another by their 
corrupt wills ; but this is contrary to the Apoſtles and Mi- 
niſter of Chriſt, who made themſelves ſervants to all, and 
yet Choſe will call themſelves the Miniſters of Chriſt ; And 
the word Iinifer lignifies a ſervant, and they are Ma- 
ſters, and ſo they have gotten the Name but not the Na- 
ture, and ſo are baftards and no heires, who arenot ſprung 
from the gentle ſeed, and yet they are hired as ſervants of 
men, and yet bears rule by their means as Maſters over 
thoſe that maintaines them, ſo that he that hath an eye to

And now as concerning the putting off of the hat, which

but man hath found out manny inventions fince the Scrip- 
ture was recorded : and now it is ſo, thatitis a faſhion 
throughout the Land, ' whereby one man is exalted above 
another, for if a poor man come before a rich man,it may 
be the rich man will move his hat, that is called courteſie 
and humility ; but the poor man muſt ſtand with his hat 
off before him; and that is called honour and manners and 
due reſpe& unto him, but if therich man doe bid him pur 
it on, it is counted a great courteſie,and he gets honour to 
himſelf there to be counted a courteous man. Bur this diffe- 
rence or reſpe& of perſons was: never ordained by God. 
but by the Devil, whereby he exalts himſelf in man , but 
7ames the Apoſtle of Jelus Chriſt witneſſed againſt ir, as in

Haman and Mordecai, for.the Lord hath made all the Na- 
tions of the Earth of one mold and one blood, but we who 
are redeemed out of his Kingdome, he.calls us clowns.and 
fools, and ſaith our Religonis built upon ſuch ſmall and 
frivilous things, and ſtumble at ſtrawes, and leaps over

cauſe they cannot pleate nor fatisfie your corrupt proud 
wills, which is your Law by which you perſecute them, 
not weighing nor ſearching the ground of things : You 
are they in whom the Beaſt reigns, and his Image you 
bear which upholds the falſe Prophet, and Tyrannizes 0- 
ver the Nations by his corrupt will, and cauſeth them to 
bow to, and worſhip his Image : and you-oppreſle and 
perſecute thoſe who carmot. You mult drink of the wine 
of the wrath of the Almighty, poured out without mix- 
ture : forinthe bloody Generation you are found, filling 
up the meaſure of your fathers wrath, upon whom mult 
come all the righteou; blood, ſhed from righteous e bel, 
untill now , & this I ſay inthe preſence of the living God, 
by the Spirit of the livins God, that all you who have 
had a hand in perſecuting of them, guilt ſhall follow you 
inthe conſcience, untill you come to Judgement ; and 
therefore I charge you all by the Lord, to take heed of 
medling about Religion,or to lay your Law upon any ten- 
der conſcience; but ſee that your Law be according to that 
inthe conſcience, which is pure and perfe&t, and meddle 
with ſuch affaires as you are ſet about, and rather give li- 
berty to Religion, thea take it away, as you own the grace 
of God you will, and ſee that youdiſcharge your conſci- 
ences there, leaſt that while you are perſecuting the truth, 
you negle& that which you are ſet about ; for you will 
both perſecute them your ſelves, and ſuffer the bruits to 
ſtone them, and ſtrike, and buffer them, which is all con- 
rrary to your own Law ; neither when they are brought 
before you can they have the liberty of the Law, to clear 
ſuch accuſations as is laid ag ainſt them ; but.-you will hear 
the accuſers, but not the accuſed, and this is contrary to 
the Heatheniſh Law, and are more unjuſt then the very 
Heathen, who ſaid, Deth our Law judge any one before it 
hear him ? And ſo for ſhame profeſſe no more love to 
Chriſt in this nature, who executes you Law upon his ſer- 
vants, upon ſuch a fajlible ground which no Judge ought

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. who are convinced by the light of Godin your conſcien- 
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to do by the Law of God, eſpecially about Religion ; but 
to ſearch out the ground of the matter on both ſides, be- 
fore he judge, but this he cannnot doe about Religion, ex- 
cept we have the: Spirit of the Lord, therefore take heed 
of medling about ſpirituall matters, leaſt through igno- 
rance you call Chriſt Be/zebzb,. and perſecute him as a 
Blaſphemer, and Deceiver, as many of you have done, 
which is written in the Book of conſcience, and there you 
ſhall read it to your ſorrow. 

And all you blinde people who pecſecute, raile, and re- 
vile and reproach the truth of God, and have no ground 
for it but by hear-fay, and the evill choughts and imagina> 
tions of your own hearts, one imagining one thing, and a- 
nother another thing,as the multicude which gathered to- ag rg, 22, 
gether againſt. Pax/, one crying one thing, and another 
another thing, and the moſt part knew not wherefore they 
came together ; and ſo itis the ſame amongſt you , but 
it is good for you to know certainly what you ſpeak a- 
gainft before you ſpeak, leaſt you ſpeak evill of that you 
know not, calling good evill,, and evill good; putting 
darkneſſe for light, and light for darkneſle, againſt whom 
the woe from the Lord is pronounced, and its written in jugs 1, 

the book of conſcience, and there you ſhall read it with J1. 5. 20. 

weeping tears, therefore take heed of treaſuring up wrath I. 4+ 15. 

againſt the day ef wrath, and remember you are warned, 9 2. 5.
